Chicago, April 11—New crop futures 
in the wheat market sold today at 
the highest level reached so far this 
season. Millions of bushels unloaded, 
however, by the chief owners of the 
May option nullified the adyance, 
which was due inainly to increased ex- 
cltement over reports of damage to 
growing wheat especiaily in Ulinois. 
The market closed easy at prices vary- 
ing from 1-8 @ 1-4 lower to 6-8 a 3-4 
up. Latest trading left corn with a) 
net gain of 1-4 to 1-2 a 6-8. 

Oats were 1-2 to 7-8 higher 
Jast night. 

Crop damage excitement was at 
white heat most of the day as a re- 
sult of dispatches sent by special n- 
vigators who wired from sections of 
Niinois. Hundred miles each way 
from Pekin along the Illinois river, 
word came that nearly all of the 
fields were dead. Opin‘ons from the 
Springfield district were that central 
illinois would not raise this year 
more than fifty per cent. of an aver- 
age yield. Bad conditions were alse 
heard from Ohio, and Indiana, with 
doubtful acreage in Kansas and Ne- 
braska. It was at the height of the 
bulge in wheat prices that staggering 
amounts of May delivery were put on 
gale.

The Senate 
emerded & number of the Govern: 
ment measures passed by the 
Commons. — It is the business of 
the Senate, to make such amend- 
went when it. considers amend- 
ment neeessary, The only pur- 
pose in the maintenance of a Sen- 
ute is that there shall be a body 
independent of Government con- 
trol, which shal] delay, amend or 
prevent ill-advised legislation. 
There has never been a session of 
Parliament held since Confedera- 
tion in whieh the Senate did not 
more or less amend Government 
weasures. But because in this 
ease the Senate dared to lay un- 
hallowed hands on that pet 
scheme of the new Government, 
the Tariff Commission, and amend- 
ed it so as to insure that informa- 
tion necessary to the maintenanee 
of an argument on behalf of lower 
tarif would be seeured by the 
Commission, the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce deluges it with hit-| 
lingsgate, and the newspaper sup-| 
porters of the Government threat- 
en it with extinetion. 

The fact is that the Government! 
was, so to speak, caught with the 
goods, They framed 
their scheme of a Tariff Commis- 
sion without any declaration of | 
poliey as to tariff, and hoped, by 
securing partisan evidence, to be 
able to, convinee the people that 
their intended readjustment, hook- 
ing to inerease of taxation, was 
based on incontrovertible business 
facts. They proposed to load the 
dice and then claim that they has 
won by fair play; but the Senate 
amendment spoiled their caleula- 
tions. The fact that the Govern- 
ment preferred to “kill the pitt! 
rather than to allow it to ge 
through with a provision requil 


had up 


ing evidence in the interests of 
lower tariff to be taken, shows 
clearly that their professions of 


fair play to all classes and inter- 
ests, confirmed and — repeated 
strongly and frequently during 
the discussion in the Commons, 
were absolutely contrary to the 
fact. If the Government had in- 
tended to play fairly they would 
have accepted the Senate amend- 
ment rather than have killed the 
bill, As it is, the Consumer is to 
be congratulated-on the fact that 
the Government has, seen fit “to 
murder its own offspring, rather 
than to allow it to be dressed as 
the Senate required in the pubile 
interests. 

In this connection, it is especi- 
ally worthy of mention that in the 
case of the Grain Aet, introduced 
by the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce and amended by him 
in the Commoéns, although © his 
most important amendment 
rejected by the Senate, the Gov- 
ernment accepted the bill as thus 
unended without one word of pro- 
test from the Minister of Trad» 
and Cémidelee: Tt seems re- 
markable that when he . accepted 
the amendment made by the Seu- 
ate to his own bill, he should be sa 
worked up about the much less 
important amendment made to 
the Tariff Commission Bill whieh 
was iftroduced by the Minister of 
Finance. It way be assumed. 
however, that the bitterness which 
Mr. Foster put into his objections 
to the Senate amendment of the 
Tariff Commission Bill really had 
its rise in the Senate's amendment 
of the Grain Act, an amendment 
which all Canada must approve as 
being ia the interests of the pro- 
ducers of the West.

The core of the amendment fs to be 
fovnd In sub-section C, There may be 
occasions, such as the industrial panic 
of 1907-8, when, as a result cf dump- 
Ing, prices may be forced down to an 
vnprofitable level cespite moderate 
toriff protections, But no one would 
propose that Canada’s tariff should be 
framed to prevent importation at such 
times. The Average condition of a 
business over a considerable period 
of years must be taken into account 
in considering eny recuest for higher 
duties. It is the duty of the minister 
of france to prove to the people that 
there is real necd for tariff increases 
lefore he grants them. The days are 
kone when Mr. White ce any other 
person may et up in the House of 
Commons oor increase tariffs with-

A horrible story this, but it is given 
as told me in-alligood faith by one of 


Hong Kong's best. known English- 
spéaking Chinese.
